are upwards of 1,800; in the Imperial Gallery of 
Florence, there are upwards of 1,200, and about 
900 im the Pitti Palace. At Amsterdam, there 
are $86; at the Hague, in the Museum, there are 
904, and 178 in the King’s collection. The col- 
lection of Antwerp contains between 700 ani 400. 
There are upwards of 1,400 In the Louvre, 568 of 
which are Italian; in the Maseo of the Prado, at 
Madrid, there are 1,883 ; and the celebrated Gal- 
lery of Dresden contains about 1,860 pictures, 
excbuaive of the poste! collection. At Verssilies, 
there are about 3,300 works of Art, chiefly paint 
ings Mustrative of French history. The Borghese 
Gallery, at Rome, which Is the best and largest 
private collection in Europe, contains about 1,700 
pictures.

On the 290 of June, 1865, we lef Hokodadi 
through s dense fog, in order that when the usual 
clearing sway at noon took place, we should be 
im a position to continue our survey of the straits 
of Sanger (pronounced by the Japanese « T’se- 
@"), beving beea directed te conclude that 
wert previous to proceeding up the west coast of 
demo. In orter to faciiitete the accomplishment 
of this task, 1, John Sailth, was ordered to take 
the armed launch, twelve men, « week's pro- 
visions, tent, &c., ad Yellow the coast as far 
Gown a5 « station known as West Point,” where 
we were to be picke1 up by the ship at the end of 

three deys 

This point proved to be about haly way be 
tween Hokodiad! and the larger city of Matmaai, 
and was reached towards the close of the second 
day, when we pitched tent for the second time, 
and amuse! ourselves by breaking one of the 

appended to the treaty, by shooting 
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agreements 

several finely favored wild ducks with red legs 
and feet and pointed bills. When eubsequently 
spoken to abont thas breaking the treaty, 1! 
threw the blame upon the Japanese offic ers them- 
selves, whe, probably from « desire to see « how 
our guns carried,” had strongly advocated the! 
act by unmistakable signs and gestures. It ts 
astonishing bow well people can make themselves 
understood upon agreeable subjects, thongh un- 
able to speak a word of cach other's language ' 
In this case we understood them perfectly. 

Our first night at ‘‘ camping out,’ war one of 
some excitement. We had been refused permis- 
sion at Simos to do the very thing in which the | 
launch was then engaged, aod from a most un 
pleesant custom of the Japanese i. ¢. the seizure 
and binding of strangers and their removal to 
Yeddo, we entertained reasonable fears of at 
least being distarbed in our slumbers. In order, 
therefore, to avoid as much as possible all com- 
munication with the natives, our teat was pitched 
at least three miles from any visibie babitation. 
A lunge fire was soon kindled with drift-wood, 
supper ceoked and despatched, and a ci-devant 
sailor (armed to the teeth) placed upon post, with 
orders te call us (the Purser had joined the party 
with a double-barrel gue and an immense bag of 
shot) in case of any arrivals. I have every reason 
te believe that this « Marinized Teamster’’ went 
feameodiate!y to sleep—for after we had vainly de 
voted hours to the same ond, we suddenly heard 
voices at a distance, and upon leaving the teat, 
found him seated after the fashion of bis craft and 
unable lo answer. 

Upen reaching the elevation of the bank, and 
looking in the direction from which the voices 
eame,« beantiful sight presented itself to our 
eyes: No less than forty or @fty Japanese, each 
bearing one of their fencifully painted lanterns, 
‘Were moving towards us ate rapid pace. They did 
not seem to fear detection, but in order to « pro- 
vide against al] precautions,” we got under 
arma, six of us being at the boat and cight at the 
tent 





As they continued their approach, they talked 
in very loud tones (to give each other courage, 
one of the men remarked,) but as soon as they 
saw us awake and prepared,» halt took place, 
and ome of the party advanced alone. Upvn 
being met by me without any blood flowing, he 
wes followed by others of his company, and the 
Parser joining with ours, we were soon engaged 
deeply in the mysteries of pantomime. 

Bt would be tedious to explain the numerous 
aigns which the constant necessity of driving from 
their conste strangers with whom they caanot 
exchange a word, has placed at the disposal of 
these people : it will be enough to say that td 
the present case, assisted by the few words of 
their language picked up at Simoda and Hako- 
Gadi, we made ourselves very fairly understood. 
And the following is the result of an hour's pan- 
tomime, sprinkled over with some twenty words. 

Japaneso.—Put up your teat, pul up every- 
thing imte yoar best, aed sail away. 

American.._We are going te sleep here to- 
night, ant sail away in the morning. 

Japanese.—( Look ef command changing to 
eve of affectei verror.)--You cant sleep here 
to-night, if you do my head wil! be cut off by the 
Governor.

They were not only aware of the existing war, 
but had a very fair ides of the causes which led 
to it. They anid that Russia was very large, 
while France and England were very small, and 
asked +‘ why America didn’t join one side of the 
other, and put on snd to it at once?” 

They have an idee that the whole Western 
Continent belongs to Ameries, aed that we are 
more powerful than any othe: two nations put 
together ; of courne we did not undeceive them 
im this respect They were fully aware of the 
railroad then in progress across the Isthmus, 
knew that the disonvery of gold im California was 
a late affair, and in shert asked so many unex 
pected questions, that ope was forced to the cun- 
¢husion of their being im more frequent com- 
munication with the onter wortd than is gene- 
rally supposed. 

In reply to their question as to America join- 
ing io the war, I told them that it was peace and 
commerce which had made us so powerful, and 
that ft was our policy to be friends with all na- 
tions as long a@ they acted firiy by us; that 
when they abused our citizems or violated trea- 
ties, then we declared war.
